Knox County haa eiperieneed no 
greater trauedy in our memory than 
the (lefi'iit of the two proposed 
aiiu rnlriu'ius lo Itie ("on»titution de- 
signed silli ly ill llie interest of bet- 
tor aduciition in the lounty. These 
amendments were supported enlliu- 
•iastlcly I'y 'he Intellectual elite and 
toy all tbe honest thinking people of 
tko eOBBty who took pains enough 
to laqalra tato their real meaning 
lor tha eklldran of Knox Connty. 

Tboro to ao doubt that had theaa 
aiaeBdmants carriod ia tbe SUte of 
Kaatncky tko maeh uadarpald taaeh 
«rs of Knox Cooaty wonM have re- 
ceived at least $9,000.00 more as 
salary this year on tbe Febraary In- 
stallment. The reason these amend- 
ments were defeated, esperialb' in 
Knox County was beraiis,' iiTi.iiii m 
dividnals. for the want (if iiriip<'r m 
formation, or beiattse lliey simply 
wanted to misrepresent farts, went 
over the county tellint; the voters 
that if they voted for the amend- 
ment No. 2 they would havi- to Ko 
down in their pockets and pay the 
Bine or tea thousand dollars that 
the toaehars would receive in tbe 
way of taxes. It ts also beiag said 
by some people who breathe the pure 
Btonnuln air of the grand old 
Connty of Knox, that the Aason the 
teacher's salary ts so small in Knox 
County this year is because their 
money Is heInK paid to the County 
Superiiitenili'iit . lul other adminis- 
trative SI liool ofncers .\ny teacher 
or any l itizcn with a thimbleful of I 
horse si'iis.- knows thai is i; mistake. 

The reason llie salary of the 
teacher is small this ye ir or small- 
Mr than last year, is liecause the ; 
■alary schedule tor 1920 was so ar- 
ranged that the teachers were paid 
oa attendance and consequently took 
all the county funds avallabe to pay 
Mlarlaa last year aad the County 
Board of this eoaaty had to borrow 
$4,000.00 to aalah paylac salaries 
tbo year lltO. Tha Coaaty Baper- 
totendent has b6 fuada with which 
to pay teaehera except what ho ro- 
eoives from the State, whieh tor tha 
year 1921 is fl.OOS.OO par moath 
for six months. 

Thin is $36,563.40 State funds 
plus ^'5T of (ounty funds which is 
about $4.00n tio making $40,563.40. 
The amount of funds both Slatt- and 
county for teachers for the year of 
1921. We have 95 rural schools in 
the county. Six of those schools have 
two teachers, making 101 teachers 
OB tbe payroll in Knox County. .Some i 
of yon wise birds who like to criti-

Tboir fiat visits to thia region 
date back to 1910. It was not 
OBtll laaa however, that the hrst 
nrttial setllemenf was made. 
This wa" the mission at Snull 
Siilnte Marie, fonniled by Father 
.Marquette .Mn< kmac was es- 
tablished a few M irs Inter, and 
Detroit's growth was slow. 
After the Krriu h and lodlsn 
wars tbe EngllRh took over this 
territory, and In 1774 It was for- 
mally declared a part s( Oaaada.

This gives it a coast line larger 
la proportion to its orea than 
any of the other states.
